The other day I had a note 
from a younger sister of mine, 
in which she said, “Bill, why 
don’t you brondcast on the idea 
that Hitler is some sort of So- 
cialist, which strikes me as the 
most ridiculous idea I have 
heard ‘in a month of Sundays?” 

I myself have. heard people 
express this view, and so I want 
to examine the foundations of 
the idea, and.to sec how much 
truth if any, there is in it. Tho 
iden rests, I think, upon four 
main things. Tho firat is Hit- 
ler’s proletarian § origin. Tho 
second is. the revolutionary 
character of tho Nazi Movement 
in Germany. The third is that, 
Socialist or not, Hitler is said 
to have “disciplined” German 
capitalism. And the fourth is 
the character of some of Hitler's 
recent specches, in which he has 
nttacked the “plutocracy”’ and 
the “capitalists” of Britain. 

Now, there is no doubt that 
Hitler was born, if not of tho 
proletariat, nt least not in 
wealthy circumstances. But 
then, neither was Charles Peace, 
who was certainly not distinc- 


tively Socialist cither in feeling . 


or in activity! The truth, of 
course, is that n man’s class, and 
the circumstances in which he 
was born, have no necessary re- 
lation to his political faith. 
Marx, for example, was a mid- 
die-clags man, Engels was a 
well-to-do manufacturer. Lenin 
came from a family of minor 
nobles. Prince Mropotkin, the 
famous anarchist, was of the 
aristocracy. We may, there- 
fore, dismiss this point. 


‘Against. What? 


As regards the second point, 
there is, no doubt that Nazism, 
in its rise to power, did present 


factories, which meant that no- 
body—trado union branch com- 
mittee, shop steward, or. anyone 
else—possessed any power to 
prevent, or mitigate injustices 
inflicted upon the workmen, 
Ah! but you say, “Has_ not 
Hialer, since he assumed power, 
placed restrictions on German 
capitalism? Has- he not com- 


pelled German capitalists ‘to do ; 


all sorts of things thoy did not 
want to do? And, to this ex- 
tent, is he not, if not socialist, 
at least anti-capitalist?” 


Well, I will tell you in a sen- 
tence or two what Hitler’a anti- 
capitalism amounts to. Hitler 
came from the army. He began 
his adult civilian life in Munich 
asan army spy. To seccuro 
power, he had to serve two 
masters—the army andthe 
capitalists. It was a political 
necessity to him to make these 
two masters one. Ho did so by 
achieving a greater co-ordination 
between German capitalism and 
the army. than anyone had 
secured before, 


' Pact With Army 


To the army, he said, in effect, 
“Give me power, and I will so 
order and control German 
capitalism as to give the army 
the guns, the tanks, the planes, 
the equipment that ‘it wants". 
To the capitalists he said, “Do 
what I tell you, and I will make 
German capitalism stronger 
than ever, for I will, with the 
army’s aid, give it the whole of 
Europe, and maybe the whole 
world, to exploit’. German 
capitalism carried out its part of 
the bargain, at first secretly, 
then openly, by re-equipping the 
armed forces of Germany on a 
scale’ never before seen. The 
army is now carrying out its 


anawet, Whichever is right, and 


‘ whichover ls wrong, these two con 


what it means,-but meantime, 
as regards Hitler’s speeches, this 
is the short answer. Hitler, in 
his speeches, . will adopt any 
attitude, muke any promise, ex- 
ploit any line, which ho thinks 
will servo his purpose best.

Regardless of location, all Chinese 
villages are very much alike ih 
appearance, and upon first glance 
scem to be an composite mass of 
greyish-bluc brick, tipped with red- 
dish-coloured tile. Further scrutiny 
reyeals the fact that what aot first 
seemed a solid pile of brick {gs intere 
spersed by tunnels and runaways. 
These prove to be lanes; for. like the 
Napoleonic Square, the Chinese vil- 
lage is a block of dwellings huddicd 
together, ‘and separated from one 
another by Innes of some four or 
more .fect in width. Ench house is, 
nevertheless, practically an undevint- 
ing counterpart of its nelghbour: all 
‘are windowless, and, with rare cx- 
ceptions, of not more than a single 
‘storey In height. 


Nearby stands the ts'z-t’ong, or 
‘ancestral hol,” whereln are ene 
shrlned the tablets of the forefathers 
for os many generations os the 
hhamict can claim existence, The an- 
cestral-hall {s to the village what the 
church is to rural communities clse- 
where—the nucleus around which 
moves the placid, contented sphere

The majority of Chinese villages 
are. partially surrounded by a thick 
grove of bamboo, trees and under- 
brush, intended not only to provide 
a wind-break, but also to furnish 
some sort of protectlon for. the 
community from . unwelcome in- 
truders. Great reliance is placed 
upon this natural fortification;_for. 
the greater part of it is sown with 
thorny brambles—almost as dificult 
to penctrate as a network of barbed 
wite, A solidly constructed gate of 
wood bound with jron completes -the 
usual defensive system. 


In addition,, many Kwangtung 
villager boast of a large, thick-walled 
paau-t’oi, or “fort,’ of reinforced 
conerete, plerced with embrasures 
for firearms, This fortallce, resem- 
bling so strikingly the donjon-keep 
of mediaeval European towns, frowns 
milltantly over the patch-work -of 
red-tiled roofs, 


No description of a Chinese village 
would be complete without no men- 
tion of the fish-pond, of which there 
are invariably one or more situated 
directly ‘In. “ront. Somewhat re- 
moved from these js often a plece 
of open land which, together with the 
ponds, are regarded os possessing a 
prominent bearing on the prosperity 
of the community, Indeed, it is 


believed that good fortune enters the | 


village by meang of the open field 
and the fish-ponds, and is retained 
there by the surrounding grove.

Food here [Is no problem; for each 
village is n self-contained unit. The 
fields in addition to providing rice, 
also supply an abundance of veget~ 
ables, such as-sweet-potatoes, yams, 
ete. The herds of swine, and -the 
flocks of fowls, ducks, and geese 
provide them with flesh, and those 
who tire of pork and vegetables with 
their dally rice, may vary their menu 
with, entremets from the village fish- 
pond.

It Is almost, amusing to recall the 
comments made. by the German and 
Itallan = press on’ the Japanese. 
Soviet Past. The text was published 
on Apri 14. Giuseppe Plozza, ‘from 
Berlin on April 16, represented, the 
Pact as “a disaster on the diplomatic 
side. for the Anglo-Saxon combine.” 
_ Both Britain und the United States 
had relicd on the “wavering” attitude 
of the USSR, ‘and were now 
“bitterly disnppolnted.” The. .whole 
game had been based on the pre- 
sumed uncertainty of direction of 
“the Russiin: maghetic needle’ which, 
wavering behind Japan, was to Hmlt 
tho Jatter’s Iberty.of movement. The 
Pact fixed the osclilations of this 
needle,” An essential feature of the 
Pact was the guarantee of territorial 
Integrity to Manchukuo and to ihe 
Mongolian Republic. Berlin papers 
drew the obvious, concluston that’ 
there was a “spontancous” connection 
between the Sovict-Japancse Pact 
and the Tripartite Pact. The 
U.S.S.R., itswas thought at Berlin, 
now had “equally lasting relations of 
friendship with all three ‘Tripartite 
Pact’ Powers". ‘The U.S.S.R. ‘could 
now be’snid ‘to be taking her place 
in the “Order of large-scale sphere’: 
the recognition of Manchukuo, and 
Mongolin contributed. directly and 
explicitly to the consolidation of the 
"Great Asiatic sphere”. 

Moscow had now put down her 
intentions. in black and white, sald a 
leading article In the "Gazzetta del 
Popolo” (April 16). “In the event of 
nconfict between Japan and the 
Anglo-Saxon Powers, the USSR. 
would do absolutely nothing.” :
